Dr.  Lee  F.  Braithwaite  was 
presented  the  BYU  Professor  of 
the  Month  award  by  the  Blue  Key 
Honor  Fraternity  for  his 
“outstanding  contributions  to  the 
teaching  profession,  his  scholarly 
achievements  in  the  fields  of 
Invertebrate  Zoology  and 
Geology,  and  for  his  aid  and 
devotion  to  his  students.” 

Dr.  Braithwaite’s  selection  was 
made  after  intense  examination  of 
over  one  hundred  nominations  for 
professors  from  every  niajor  field 
of  study  at  BYU. 

Nationally  known  for  his  work 
through  his  Invertebrate  Zoology 
Laboratory  manual,  Dr. 
Braithwaite  is  now  working  on  a 
text  to  accompany  his  lab  manual 
and  other  publications  in  the  field 
of  graptolite  paleontology. 

Selection  for  the  award  began 
with  the  nomination  by  a large 
number  of  his  students.  Lewis  F. 
Townsend  III,  chairman  of  the 
Professor  of  the  Month 
committee,  explained  that  for 
each  nomination,  the  Blue  Key 
Honor  Fraternity  interviews  a 
section  of  the  professor’s 
students.  They  check  into 


academic  backgrounds,  and  send  a 
representative  to  attend  several 
classes. 

As  the  field  of  nominees  is 
narrowed,  the  opinions  of  the 
professor’s  dean  and  department 
chairman  are  sought,  and  the 
administration  is  consulted  for 
ideas  and  opinions.  Factors  which 
carry  great  importance  for  the 
final  selection  include  the 
professor’s  teacher-student 
relations,  class  rapport, 
contributions  to  his  field  of  study, 
the  opinion  of  his  colleagues,  and 
his  over-all  effectiveness  as  a 
professor. 

Final  decision  lies  with  the  Blue 
Key  Honor  Fraternity  as  all 
factors  are  weighed  for  the  final 
selection. 

One  outstanding  factor  that 
helped  lead  to  Dr.  Braithwaite’s 
selection  was  the  overwhelming 
respect  and  affection  which  he 
was  given  by  his  students  and 
colleagues.  Many  students 
commented  on  his  classroom 
enthusiasm  and  his  ready 
willingness  to  help  students  that 
were  having  trouble. 

Like  many  other  professors  at 


BYU,  Dr.  Braithwaite  has  received 
numerous  more  financially 
attractive  offers  from  other 
universities,  but  chose  to  stay  here 
because  of  the  caliber  of  the 
students,  according  to  Blue  Key.

‘Ensign’  unique 


Murder  | 
riddled  I 


Second  of  a two  part  series  on 
the  Church’s  new  publications. 

A magazine  with  sound? 

It’s  part  of  the  first  edition  of 
the  Church’s  new  adult  magazine, 
the  Ensign. 

The  lead  issue  will  contain  a 
phonograph  record  with  a message 
from  each  member  of  the  First 
Presidency,  according  to  Dr. 
Dallas  E.  Burnett,  BYU 
communications  professor  and 
recently  named  associate  editor  of 
the  Ensign. 

The  Ensign,  its  name  originating 
from  a passage  in  II  Nephi— “and 
he  will  lift  up  an  ensign  to  the 
nations  from  afar  . . , , will 

stand  as  the  “official  voice  of  the 
Church.” 

Dr.  Burnett  labeled  the  chief 
aim  of  the  96-page  monthly 
publication  as  one  to  provide 
“wholesome  literature”  for- 
members  of  the  Church  with 
emphasis  on  “faith  promoting” 
articles. 

The  First  Presidency  announced 
earlier  this  year  that  the  Sunday 
School  publication  the  Instructor, 
the  Relief  Society  Magazine,  the 
Improvement  Era  and  the 
Children 's  Friend  will  be  dissolved 
at  the  turn  of  1971. 

Replacing  them  will  be  The 
Friend,  published  for  the  children, 
the  New  Era  for  the  youth 
(including  college  students),  and 
the  Ensign,  geared  to  adult 
members. 

Dr.  Burnett  mentioned  that  the 
absence  of  lessons,  visual  aids,  or 
supplementary  material  for  the 
auxiliary  organizations  will  be 
unique  to  the  Ensign. 

Instead,  it  is  being  designed  to 
“build  knowledge  of  the  gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ  through  messages 
from  the  prophets  and  other 
general  authorities  of  the 
Church,”  he  said. 

Along  with  General  Conference 
talks,  Dr.  Burnett  added  that  the 
Ensign  will  print  more  articles 
from  the  general  authorities  and 
treat  social  issues  facing  members 
of  the  Church  today. 

He  summed  up  the  editors’ 
guidelines  by  quoting  from 
Section  88  of  the  Doctrine  and 
Covenants:  “Teach  one  another 
the  doctrine  of  the  kingdom  ...” 
to  gain  knowledge  in  “ ...  all 
things  that  pertain  unto  the 
kingdom  of  God.” 


The  Ensign  caps  a lengthy  list  of 
Church  periodicals  which  have 
evolved  through  Church  history  as

a result  of  fluctuation  needs  and 
circumstances  of  the  members. 

Some  of  the  past  publications 
were  the  Evening  and  Morning 
Star,  the  Elders  Journal,  the 
Times  and  Seasons,  the  Wasp,  the 
Nauvoo  Neighbor,  the  Millenial 
Star,  the  Deseret  News,  the 
Juvenile  Instructor,  and  the 
Young  Women’s  Journal. 

In  1900  a committee  was 
formed  to  investigate  possibilities 
of  consolidating  some  of  the 
Church  publications  of  that  day. 

Again  in  1 924  a similar 
committee  was  called  together  to 
propose  recommendations. 

But  the  first  word  of  a major 
consolidation  of  church  magazines 
was  made  this  year  when  it  was 
revealed  that  the  four  “auxiliary” 
publications  would  give  way  to 
three  age-aimed  (children,  youth, 
and  adult)  magazines.

Dr.  Chauncey  Riddle,  dean  of 
the  graduate  school,  called  jailing 
a murderer  “a  misunderstanding 
of  justice”  Wednesday  in  the 
James  E.  Talmage  Lecture  Series. 

“We  think  somehow  it  is  an  act 
of  mercy  and  goodness  to  let  the 
murderer  go  free.  It  is  the 
contrary.  If  we  let  the  murderer 
go  free  we  are  saying  that  the  life 
of  the  one  he  has  murdered  is  of 
no  worth,”  he  said. 

“In  our  so  called  enlightened 
civilization,”  he  added,  “it’s  a 
curious  thing  that  we  have  the 
wrong  concept  of  justice.  When  a 
person  commits  a wrong  against 
his  fellow  man,  we  are  willing  to 
put  him  in  jail,  but  we  make  no 
demands  that  he  benefit  the  one 
he  has  injured.” 

“The  only  person  who  can 
legitimately  excuse  the  murderer 
is  either  the  person  himself  who 
was  killed,  and  he  is  not  around, 
or  God  . . .”  said  Dr.  Riddle.
